PETROGRAD, Jan. 14.— Sixty- 
two 
Russian 
officers, 
including 
Vice Admiral Novitski, three ad­ 
mirals and one army general, were 
lynched in a carnival or horror at 
Sebastopol, according to word re­ 
ceived here today. Sailors of the 
fleet joined in the assassinations. 
The officers were all taken to M al­ 
akoff tower and shot. A majority 
were members of the inqury com­ 
mittee, which in 1912, convicted 
seventeen rebe'lious Rusian sail­ 
ors and condemned them to vary­ 
ing punishments from death to life 
imprisonment. 
Admiral 
Nemetz, commanding 
the Black Sea fleet, has resigned 
as a result of the murders.

SOLDIERS LABOR TO

Report Many Daring Acts In 
Connection With Rescue 
of Guns, Ammunition

The 
flames and smoke swept high into th* 
air, throwing a haze over the entire 
southeastern section of the city. 
Informed of the blaze, Secretary of 
i War Baker left tor Hie scene shortly 
after lo o'clock and found Hie flames 
still eating away 
at 
the 
building. 
I Shortly before orders were given for 
I the removal of much threatened small 
i arm s munitions. 
Marines, quartered in the barracks 
nearby, carried out tin** work. 
Thousands of dollars’ worth of rifle 
cartridges, belts, bayonets, 
ammuni­ 
tion. shoes, iiats, blankets and cloth­ 
ing and commissary supplies of ail 
kinds were stored in the great build­ 
ing and much had been destroyed a t 
IO:4o, when tlte tires were still raging. 
Some stores were successfully re­ 
tooled from the building. 
When the 
blaze grew too hot for safety of the 
men engaged in tit is work they were 
ordered out. but a score or more ran 
back into the building twice. When 
Hie officers succeeded in getting the 
men out, several were found 
to 
be 
slightly hurt. 
Soldiers w ho have been stationed at 
the barracks for months said they be­ 
lieved tile tire was incendiary. 
They 
say several men were at work when 
the blaze was lirst seen and that the 
tire spread very rapidly.
